Beftrm Our School Course. 


In the Report of State Superintelde 


Johnson, wa and the question, "How man 
scholars complete the course m your Hlg 
School'' answored by Bangor, 12 to 15— 
and this is about the average-throughout Ih 
State It is a lamentable fact that not flv 
per centum of cur scholars avail themselvi 
of a thorough course of study in ot 
Schools, or. rather, that Uuconrie presented 
does not otfer sufficient inducements to th 
boys and girls, to warrant th. time it tab 
to accomplish it. We know the habit 
quite deeply grounded to deplore the ahif 
lessness of the rjresent generation, becaus 
they do not more implicitly rely upon ou 
school education, and do not p&ss the allot 
ted years of regular routine by which the 
accomplish what is called education. 
Bui 


in fact the deplorable part of our presen 
school system is that tho course is not sue 
as boys who propose to enter the battle o 
life find really useful, or that the girla wh 
propose to shape the dharacter oi societ 
find sufficiently attractive 
Instead of be 


rating the youths wbo are growing up t 
occupy the stage of life, therefore, it shoul 
be the duty of all who are ^interested in ed 
ucatiou to attempt to reform the course o 
study, so that its acquirement shall not b 
entirely artificial and arbitrary, and its re 
suit a waste of time and energy. 


Wherein certain changes should be mad 


we have before indicated, but we cannot to 
often reiterate that the failure pointed by 
the report of Mr Johnson, is one that arises 
from too much forced rule and a lack of gsn 
eral principles 
*We must make pur educa 


tion more practical by avoiding that whic 
is beyond the comprehension of the young 
as well as that which is out of the range o 
subsequent demands There are severa 
studies upon which the youthful mind i 
drilled and hammered and polished to 
much, even to a waste of its energies as we] 
as time, while there are pthors of grea 
practical use which are skimmed over as of nc 
consequence. The abuse of teaching an 
learning centers upon mathematics, being 
easier of acquirement auu\ easier of impart- 
ing by those who are limued in ideas, every 
branch of this studyofrom the simple rule 
of arithmetic up, has Booen.and is constant 
ly held before the eywjof tho scholar like < 
nightmare. lUsjnade the foundation fo 
all studies, whereas it should be made sub- 
ordinate to those which require reflection 
and are not capable of being ground out 
the piece 
It is commenced in our prima 


ries and driven into the scholar till a certai 
number of pages have been absorbed bv 
thoughtless reliance upon rules and figures 
and then the new men and women just be- 
gin to find that the course they have swaK 
lowed has been aimply for the purpose ol 
occupying their youthful years, and thai 
their education is yet to bo obtuned by 
years of work 
Ask the lawyer or the doc 


tor or the merchant or the manufacturer 
how much of tbat drilling which made years 
tedious that might have been made at once 
attractive and useful, he has found blank in 
review 
They will tell yon that when they 


came upon tbe stage of action, they found 
their great lack to be ir those branches that 
come under their eye every day 
They will 


tell you that geography and grammar and 
history are fearfully nog! ected. and Jb.it as 
to rhetoric and practical

largely wasted in mathematical drilling 
when they .might be imparting more bene 
flcial information 
They are contemplat- 


ing a movement ,to reform the complaint 
through the proper authority. 
The move* 


ment has the emohaito indorsement of tbe 
late Educational Convention and tie best 
eiucators m the country. It should be en- 
couraged and pushed perjervenng'y j|It 
should be borne in mind that more than 
half the teaching in mathamatics in the 
lower grades u merely forced and of tem- 
porary existence and that even after that 
there are many superfluities tbat should be 
cast out, because Trhaa 'scholars arrives at 
an age capable of thought, studies that in- 
volve ideal and lead to original reflection 
will better tram them for a self,r«liaBt con. 
test with the world 
Let our scholars hava 


a chance to build educations aa .foundations 
for future practice and theory—give them 
ideas as well aaflgaret—and the result will 
be that no such inferior report will go out 
from our otherwise excellent schools
